The magistrate did not take the old 
time-honored view of the case, an@shocked 
the household police by declining to send the 
youth to a lunatic asylum, Young Carter was 
turned over to the custody of his own father. 

CHURCH DISESTABLISHMENT. 

The movement for church disestablishment 
is arousing much alarm among churchmen.

THE KENSCHER OASE. 


An Interesting Trial Begun in the United 
States Court To-Day. 


The suit of Mrs. Mary Kenscher against the 
International Progressive Association for 
$4,900, alleged to be due on a certificate of in- 
surance issued to August Kenscher,was begun 
in the United States Circuit Court this mern- 
ing. Thetrial will probably become a very 
noted one, for there is an interesting story 
which will be made known as the testimony is 


drawn out and some rather sensational facts 
will be revealet®’. Kenscher was implicated 
with Robert Terry, now under conviction, Dr. 
Whittaker and the others in the Zlefle insur- 
ance swindle, and with them was indicted for 
fraud. When Ziefie died his body was taken 
to a livery stable, where it was washed witb a 
hose, then dressed, placed in a coffin and 
taken to the Kensobers’ home. It was buried 
from there the next afternoon. When Kens- 
cher was indicted, his troubles worried him, 
and he — himself with a plece of wire. 
Mrs. Kenscher then collected $100 to pay the 
funeral expenses and put in her claim 
for the balance, but the association 
refused to pay it. Mrs. Keuscber 
brought sult, and in its answer the associa- 
tion alleged that after the payment of the $100 
it had discovered that Keuscher had never 
made application forthe certificate and had 
not been examined. The first certificate was 
issued in favor of Mrs. David Goldberg, who 
was alleged to be Kenscher’s sister, 
but that was returned and a cond was 
issued,making Mrs. Kenscher the beneficia 
The association claimed that the certificate 
had been taken out by Terry, who forged the 
signature of Kenscher, and that therefore 
Kenscher was not and nad not been a member 
of the association, and the plaintiff?’ was not 
entitied to any benefit. Mr. Taussig repre- 
sented the plaintiff, and Messrs. C. P. and J. 
D. Johnson the defendant. 

Mrs. Mary Kenscher was the first witness. 
She was married to August Kenscher in Oc- 
tober, 1882, and her husband committed sui- 
elde August — 1689, Mr. Tauss is. her attor- 

9 her about the certificate 
given y the: International Progressive Asso- 
ciation, She said her husband gave her one in 
March, 1888, but took that back and afterwards 

ave her the one which was a part of the evi- 

ence lu the case. She was questioned about 
what her husband had said to her on different 
occasions concerning the paper, but Mr. Jobn- 
son objected and the objection was sustained. 
Mrs. Kenscher then testified to the payment 
of $100 to pay the funeral expenses. The $100 
was paid by James Webb, who was a repre- 
sentative of the association, who said that the 
agsociation would pay the balance. 

On cross-examination she said thatshe knew 
Mrs. David Goldberg, and Mrs. Goldberg was 
not 4 relative of Mr. Kenscher. 
In endeavoring to secure the money 
from the association letters bad to be 
written for her and one was written by Mrs. 
Terry, another by Mr. Webb. She signed one 
of them and they were read to her. 

The one written by Mrs. Terry was written 
in Mr. Terry’s house. Another letter was 
written bya man whose name she did not 
know. Hesigned her name to it. Her hus- 
band hanged himself on August 16, 1889, About 
his indictment in connection witb Terry in 
the Zlefle case she knew nothing. Keuscher 
came home one night and said he was in 
trouble, but she did not know what it was. 
She had forgotten when Ziefle was buried, 
and did not remember anything at all 
about Zlefle being buried from her 
house or Annie Hertz coming tothe funeral 
and representing herself as the sister of 
Zlefle. Mr. Johnson questioned her repeatedly 
about the funeral, but she could not recollect 
thata body was brought to her house ora 
funeral took place from it. 

At this point the court adjourned for dinner.

UNCLE SAM’S BIG SUIT AGAINST A 81. 
LOUIS HARDWARE FIRM. 


The Gevernment Seeking to Recover $53,- 
000 From Shapleigh & Cangtwe!l—Al- 
leged Fraudulent Vouchers Approved 
by Capt. Miltimore—Serious Charges 
Against Officers of the Bureau of Animal 
Industry. 


By Telegraph to the Posr-Drsr Aron. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., June 2.—Steps have 
been taken by the Secretary of the Treasury 
to bring suit against the Shapicigh & Cantwell 
Co. of St. Louis, to recover the sum of $53,000 
which the Government is alleged to nave lost 
by the payment of fraudulent vouchers pre- 
sented by this firm, approved by Capt. 
Alonzo E. Miltimore of the Quartermastef’s 
department ofthe Army. Thealleged trans- 
actions bave taken place more than three 
years ago. Capt. Miltimore cannot be pro- 
ceeded against on account of them, as under 
the army regulations ifofficers are not brought 
to trial withia three years the charges are out- 
lawed. Capt. Miltimore is to answer to a 
court martial at Tucson, Ariz., June 10. On 
another charge, however, it is alleged that he 
rented his own property to the Goy- 
ernment for offices, the vouchers being 


made out in the name of one of his clerks, 
and that he included his wife on the pay-roll 
as a clerk at $100 per month and his servant as 
janitor at $40 per month. There is no eyi- 
dence to show that either of them did 
work for the Government. 

The merchants of this city are objecting toa 
proposed law requiring the inspection of 
grain, bay, etc., in cases where there are con- 
troversies arising. They do not object to the 
inspection, but on general principles they do 
object to the penalty of imprisonment for 
violation of the law.

Sensational Charges. 


By Telegraph to the POST-DISPATCRA. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., June 2.—Charges of the 
gravest and most sensational character have 
been madein a formal appeal to Congress 
through Representative McAdoo of New Jer- 
sey, asking for a thorough investigation of the 
operations of agents of the Bureau of Animal 
Industry in the counties of Hudson and Ber- 
gen, New Jersey. The ailegations are made in 
writing by C. A. Dunham, an attorney of Hud- 
son County, whose responsibility is vouched 
for by Representative McAdoo. As the result 


of these charges a resolution calling 
fer an investigation is being pre- 
pared, and will be introducea 


in a day or two. Inepectors for the Bureau of 
Animal Industry are autherized by the law of 
1884 to enter the field or stable of a citizen and 
make an examination of his cattle. If they 
detect the presence of pleuro-pneumonia they 
may condemna whole berd to be slaugh- 
tered. The law provides that the owners shall 
be compensated for cattle thus slaughtered ut 
arate usually fixed 4! **‘appraisers.’’ 

‘*Although a Chief Inspector condemns cat- 
tle and buys them up at the cost of the Gov- 
ernment,’’ says Mr. Dunham in his statement, 
he does not do the killing. Neither does the 
Government take the flesh, although many of 
those animals make as good beef as 
can be found in the market. The 
practice isto seil cattle toa butcher, never at 
aprice anywhere approaching their cost to 
the Government. It is within my knowledge 
thata herd of unusually large, fine cows, 
more than thirty in number, for which the 
Government paid, through the chief inspector, 
$33 a head, were on the same day givena 
butcher $6 a head, less than one-fifth the price 
paid for them, and considerably less than the 
worth of tneir hides and tallow. The butcher 
was thus given the herd for $810 less than they 
had just cost the Government. There 
have been instances where the in- 
spector has bought at a higher and sold 
at a lower price than the foregoing. 
Pleuro-pneumonia can never be extirpated 
under the present regulations of the bureau, 
permitting the wholesale condemnation of 
cattle and their sale to butchers. The disease 
has been too greata bonanzato the butchers 
for them to allow it to be extirpated. Im cer- 
tain sections the contagion had been deliber- 
ately and diligently disseminated fora con- 
siderable period and there are grounds for the 
belief that at least one Chief Inspector has 
assisted inthe mefarious work. The disease 
is so Contagious that not only can it be dissem- 
inated with the greatest ease, but without ex- 
posinzthe villain doing the work to the 
danger of detection. ‘‘Many of the butchers 
that bask in the sunshine of the bureau,’’ 
‘fare at the same 
time cow dealera who follow the business of 
furnishing milch cows to dairies. These fel- 
lows know every cattle ownerin their sec- 
tion. One of them ‘shoots’ a fine herd 
which he desires the bureau to gobble up for 
him. Hegoes tothe owner and selis hima 
cow very cheap and on credit. In afew weeks 
pleuro-pneumonia appears. 80 does the 
Chief Inspector, and the butchers obtain the 
herd forasong. Butthis not his only gain. 
It has not infrequently happened that a 
cow exposed to the contagion, just 
before being foisted into a healthy herd, has 
shown no symptoms of infection until after 
one or more of the animals contaminated by 
her have betrayed incipient indications of the 
disease, when she with all her companions 
has been carried off by an inspector. As the 
new cow appeared entirely well, while the old 
stock disclosed symptoms of disease, the paor 
deluded farmer has never connected the late 
purchase with the sickness, and has been 
easily induced bythe dealer to buy from him 
at prices ranging from $650 to $60 per head a 
herd of cows equal in number to those lost.

HIS LAST OFFENSE. 


— — 


A Criminal Shot and Killed by the Police 
Early Sunday Morning. 


St. Louis residents can rest a little more at 
ease in the assurance that one ofthe city 
thieves has committed his last offense. An un- 
known man,supposed to be one William How- 
ard, has been shot and killed, being caught 
in the very act ot robbing a sleeping victim. 
His body is now at the Morgue awaiting more 


positive identification. 

The tragic ouccurrence took place a few 
minutes after 3 o’clock yesterday morning. 
Exclusive news of the occurrence was given in 
the SUNDAY PosT-DISPATCH. At about that 
hour Officer Langdon of the Third District 
was passing toward Broadway on the east 
side of Washington avenue. 

He saw aman walking alongin the shad- 
ow of the dig building and stepped 
into a convenient doorway to awalt 
deviopements. He had not long 
to stand. The man stopped at 
the doorway at the southwest corner of 
Broadway and Washington avenue and 
stooped over the figure ofa ‘‘sleeper’’ who 
had chosen the hard stones of the entry for 
his night’s repose. Wishing to make a sure 
case the officer waited a little longer, and 
saw the thief go throug the pockets of the 
sleeping man. As the thief was about straight- 
en up bis victim awoke and broke out 
In atorrent of profane and surprised abuse. 
The thief took to dis heels and burried west 
on Washington avenue. Officers Langdon 
and his partner, Hefferman, pursued, Lang- 
don firing several shots after calling out four 
times, commanding the fugitive to halt. At 
the corner of Sixth street Officer Fox of the 
Central District joined in the chase 
the thief running north to the „blind 
alley between Washington avenue and Lucas 
avenue. Into this place he darted. He was 
then ln a trap, the heavy nine-foot gate at the 
other end barring his way. Before the officers 
came up, however, the desperate man had 
clambered upon the gate and stoou ready to 
— on the other side. Officer Fox saw this 
an 

STRUCK WITH HIS CLUB. 
Fox had previously fired four shots at the 
fugitive, Fearing that the man would escape 
after all he put bis revolver through the bars, 
and as the thief jumped shot again. The maa 
fell heavily on bis head, but was upagain in 
an instant and started away. He had not gone 
fifty feet when he stopped short and fell in his 


tracks. He was dead. 

As soon as possible the pa- 
trol wagon was summoned and 
the body taken to the Morgue. In the 


atiffening fingers of the dead mun’s left band 
was found an open face silver watch which is 
supposed to have been taken from the person 
of tb ‘‘*sleeper’’ who the deceased was At- 
tempting to rob. An examinagjon of the body 
at the Morgue showed that a ball from 
the revolver of one of the polleemen 
had struck the thief in the 
small of the back and bad pierced his vital 
arts. An internal hemorrhage had caused 
is death. 

The deceased has not as yet been positively 
identified. Yesterday afternoon several wen 
called at the Morgue. One of them said the 
body resembled that of one William Howard, 
who haa of late been employed as a buyer by 
Jacob Schopp & Bro., commission merchants, 
Howard was a single man, 27 yearsold. On 
the left arm of the deceased was tatooed the 
picture of a Greek Slave. The man who made 
the identification had never seen this on How- 
ard. Nothing was found on the person of the 
dece which wouid serve in any way to 
locate his relatives or friends. The time of 
the inquest bas not yet been set.

WHAT'S YOUR NAME? 
AN ARMY OF MEN TURNED LOOSE TO ASK 
THE QUESTION. 


Beginning of the Taking of the Eleventh 
United States Consus in This City This 
Meraing—An Hour With the Census 
Taker and His Queer Experiences With 
Peeple—Questions and Answers. 


S o’clock this morn- 
ing the eleventh cen- 
sus of the United. 
States was begun in 
this district. The 288 
enumerators who are 
todo the work in the 
city, assembied at the 
office of Maj. Eugene 
F. Weigel on Saturday 
afternoon and re- 
esived their blanks, 
instructions and all 
the necessary equip- 
ment for the work, 
and the final orders with reference to the man- 
ner of obtaining answers to the questions re- 
quired to be answered. They were also fur- 
nished with a copy of the order of Supt. Por- 
ter, instructing them not to attempt to force 
answers to the questions relating to physical, 


‘moraland financial standing, but simply to 


mark opposite these questions the words, 
**Refused to answer. 
PEOPLE WHO DIE TO-DAY, 

or during the next two weeks, need not feel 
worried for fear they'li not be counted in the 
census, for they will be, but babies born to- 
day must wait ten years before they can figure 
in the returns, The census closes June 1, and 
people alive on that day are counted in, 
though they may have been laid away under 
the dalses, because the Government wants to 
know how many live people there were in the 
country on that day, and for the same 
reason delinquent babies are not counted. 
An bour’s trip with one of the enumerators 


showed what difficulties were to be overcome 
in obtaining answers to the questions which 
haye become so notoriously objectionable. 
The enumerators, however, have been furn- 
ished copies of the order made by Supt. Por- 
ter, instructing them not to take any steps to 
force answers, but simply to write opposite 
the question, ‘‘Refused to answer,“ and 
leave all prosecutions to the authorities at 
Wauasbington. 

Most of the questions are simple ones 
against which no objection can be urged. For 
example, the list starts out with an inquiry as 
to the name, surname, whether soldier, 
sailor or marine during the war, and in which 
army; then the relationsh'p of the persons 
answering the question to the head of tne 
family, age, whether single, married, 
widowed or divorced; mother of how 
many children, if & mother at ali; 
place of birth of father and mother, number 
of years in this country and whether nat- 
uralized, profession, trade or occupation, 
attendance at school during the census year; 
whether able to read aud write, whether 
able to speak English, and if not, what lan- 
guage. These comprise all 

THE QUESTIONS 
down to those bearing on the physical, moral 
and financial condition of the individual, 
which are as follows: 

Whether suffering from acute or chronic disease, 
name of disease and leng@h of time afflicted. 

Whether defective in mind, sight, hearing, or 
speech, or whether crippled, maimed, or deformed, 


with name of defect. 

Whethera prisoner, convict, homeless child, or 
pauper.

THE ENUMERATOR’S WORK.

The first questions were asked and an- 
swered with arunning fire of comment from 
the man and his wife, apparently to their 
greatamusement. The man acted as though 
he wanted to fight when asked if he had ever 
been in prison and when asked if he was a 
pauper started to make a speech. in German 
about the foolishness of such questions. The 
enumerator finally broke away and made for 
the next place.

After the enumera- 
tor had spent about twenty minutes with 
them he discovered that the young man was 
notthe head ofthe family as his father was 
living in the same house. The carefully filled- 


lists must begin with the head of the family. 

The young man laughed and said he didn’t 
think it would make any difference, because 
his father was away at work and hie mother 
didn’t have time to come down-stairs. 

Then the whole thing had to be goue over 
again. Before filling out the bienk tor that 
famlly the enumerator will have to call again.

Shaw’s Garden Opened te the Public aud 
Visited by an Immense Throng. 


There wasan immense throng of people at 
Shaw’s Garden yesterday afternoon. The 
first Junday in June is one of the two Sabbath 
days in the year when the garden is open to 
the public by provision of Mr. Shaw's will, 
and it was the favored piace by the majority 
who went out seeking pleasure yesterday. 
There was a continual procession of people 


up and down the beautiful walks from early 
in the afternoon until late in the evening. 
Owing to the vast crowd it was 
absolutely necessary to protect valuable 
Plants from people with vandalistic 
tendencies, to have à large force of police on 
hand, and they were all required to be extra 
eens. The desire of some people to carr 
off flowers almost amounts to a mania, and it 
is not an exaggeration to say that there are 
some who would carry off the flower of a 
century- plant if they got half a chance. But 
all who were inclined to have more than a 
look at the beautiful flowers yesterday were 
disappointed, asthe watch was very strict. 
The garden did not suffer any fromthe army 
of sight-seers. 

After leaving the garden the crowa went to 
Tower Grove where a little more freedom was 
allowed. There has not been such 4 large 
number of people in Tower Grove this year as 
were there yesterday. The moving procession 
from the cable cars at the East gate to tlie 
concert pavilion soon had the grass mowed 
down under the trees which aren the green 
plat between the main drive and the pedes- 
trians’ walk immediately north. 

Forest Park and Latayette were also visited 
by an immense number of people, many on 
foot and many in equipages of various kinds. 
The cable lines and the new Union Depot 
' electric line did a great business. 

THE STEEET. CABS. 

It was agreat day for the street oar com- 
panies, and e 1 the People’s 
Cable Road, forthe line bas fever before car- 
ried so many passengers within the same 
space of time. For those whose objective 
point was Shaw’s Garden, there were ten fur- 
niture Vans and other vehicles ¢arrying peo- 
ple free of charge from the cable road 
on Grand avenue through Tyler place 
to the entrance of the garden 
facing the western portion of that extensive 

roperty, where streets were opened through 
ast week forthe firsttime. Private carriages 
and buggies with persons who went there for 
the special purpose of inspecting this im- 
mnense tract of ground, beforeitis offered at 
auction, were to de seen siowly rolling over 
the newly-made streets throughout the entire 
day. while on Grand and Tower Grove avenues 
there was a procession passing, in unbroken 
lines, both the east and the west cnds of 
the Tyler tract.

120 Years Old—Her Reminiscences. 


Mrs. Patsy Purkins, colored, living on 
Krauss street, near Haven street, Carondelet, 
is, according to her claims, the oldest woman 
in the city. She says she is 120 years old and 
ber hair is perfectly white. She is quite active 
in spite of her years and makes a boast 
of the fact that she never tasted 


a drop of medicine. al ber life: 
She does not use tobacco and never drinks 
coffee. Aunt Patsy was born and raised near 
Little St. Francis, Mo. Her owner in slave 
times was Thomas Cooper, a very wealthy 
farmer and asiave owner. Mrs. Cooper took 
Patsy when she was quite a young girl and 
educated ber. 

10 a Post-DISPATCH reporter Aunt Patsy 
said: ‘‘Our colored people to-day are differ- 
ent from what they were when I was young. 
Why, they don’t know how to work. 

Aunt Patsy was asked if she remembered 
any little incidents of her younger days. She 
said she remembered seeing George 
Washington some place in the Last. 
Master Cooper and hies wife accom- 
panied by her took a long journey 
in a carriage somewhere East. I remem- 
ber, she said, N them speak ofa 
war, and when I saw,Washington it was when 
he became President of the country, for I 
remember hearing master saying so. Where 
we lived it was a wild-looking country full of 
animals and Indians. I was in the position to 
hear this for I was my mistress’ nurse. No 
matter what took place she would always tell 
ma. 

„Wo colored people that belonged to Master 
Cooper were treated kindly and nicely. I 
never beard of a 

NEGRO BEING MISTREATED. 

We were ulways taught to be good and to 
treat white people with respect. When I was 
a girl I was bad, Leworeand did other deeds 
that were sinful. Instead of being whipped 
as I was often told that others living south of 
us were, my mistress kindly showed me where 
I was wrong and asked me to do better, I 
tried hard to do so and Ieucceeded. I remem- 
ber well the Mexican war in 1848-1847. 

During the civil war, her mistress 
died and her master, who was gé6t- 
ting old and feeble, managed the estate, 
Af.er the close of the war, he told the slaves 
that if they wanted to go they could do so, but 
if they preferred staying, he would give each 
and every one a littie house and some ground, 
But, strange to say, not one wanted to stay, 
except Aunt Patey, who has never seen any of 
them since. 

She remained wuutil her late master died, 
when she went to Illinois and then came to St. 
Louis. While residing with Master Cooper she 
was married and had eleven children, five of 
whom are dead. She has not seen her cbil- 
dren for a number of years. Mrs. 
Furkins is a stanch Obristian and is 
well liked by the white people. 
Despite her years sbe can sew and thread a 
needle without glasses. Her eyesight, in 
fact, is very good. She has in ber possession 
an old-time Bible which Mrs. Cooper gave 
her, the leaves of which are tornand yellow 
with age and usage. Though she has no dates

The Grand Duke George of Russia, Accom- 
panied bya Noble Fellew-Countryman, 
Visits the Moznlin-Rouge, a Dancing 
Place—Attempt of the Russians to Force

Fountain.

NEw Tonk, June 2.—Under the date of May 
20 the WORLD. prints this correspondence: 
The Grand Duke George of Russia, brother 
of the Ozar, has left Paris for Cannes. He has 
left with every bone ln his imperial body ach- 
ing. It is not probable that he will honor 
Paris with his presence for some time to come. 
On Wednesday inight this imperial gentieman, 
after dining heavily, went in company with 
another noble Russian, whose name has 
not transpired, to the Moulin Rouge, a 
fashionable dancing place on the heights 
of Mont Martre.

THE WIFE AS AGENT. 


- JUDGE VALLIANT ON A HUSBAND'S LIABILI- 
TY FOR HOUSHHOLD DEBTS. 


A Husband Refuses to Repay Money Bor- 
rowed by His Wife—Rulings by Judges 
Valliant and Withrow—Charies Scudder’s 
Bond—Aug. Reimler’s Estate—A Diverce 
Granted—Legal Netes and News. 


The right of a wife to borrow money for her 
husband or the household on his name or ber 
power to act as his agent is the subject of a 
decision rendered by Judge Valliant this 
morning In the case of Isabella Ambill against 
J. Wesley Haley. Mr. Haley is an engineer 
and his family lives at Bridgeton. He is away 
from home tha greater part ot his time, and 
his wife manages the househoid and is 
the family treasurer. About a year 
ago Mrs. Haley borrowed $30 from 
Mrs. Ambill, a neighbor, to make 
some purchases, and when her husband 
was informed of it he refused to pay Mrs. 
Ambill, saying she did wrong to loan bis wife 
money without his order. She brought sult 
on the ground that what the wife did the bus- 
band was responsible for. She was granted 
juagment for $3.60 in a Justice of the Peace 
court, and Mr. Haley appealed. Mrs. Ambill 
again got judgment from a jury in 
the Oireult Court and Mr. Haley 


moved for a new trial, olaiming the jury had 
been improperly instructed by the Court, 
which heid that the husband was responsibie. 
Jadge Valliant admits the error and sustains 
=e motion after reviewing the point as fol- 
ows: 
A WIFE AS AGENT. 

The instruction given at the request of the 
Piaintiff on the subject ot the ratification of 
the alleged act of agency was to the effect 
that ifthe supposed agent professed or pre- 
tended to be acting as the agent of defendant, 
and as such borrowed the money in his name 
aud on his credit, and he being afterwards in- 
formed of the circumstances, promised to 
pay the same so borrowed, it was au act of 
ratification. Ifthatis a correct proposition 
of law, then it follows that if one falsely pre- 
tende that he is the agent of another, and 
as such authorized to borrow money 
and under such false preten se obtains money 
for bis own use and the alleged principal 
afterwards, on being informed of the true 
state of facts, with the motive, it may be, of 
shieiding the pretended agent from prosecu- 
tion, promises to pay the amount so bor 
rowed, the promise would amount to a ratifi- 
cation. 

But, upon a careful examination of the law, 
I am satisfied that it is not the correct prinei- 
pie. In order to lay the foundation for a rati- 
fication, there must have been an agency 
either in fact or assumed, The vice of the 
instructions in question is that it permits the 
case of a pretended agency. There is a broad 
difference between assuming to act as the 
agent of another without his authority and 
falsely pretending to so act by bis authority. 

INTENTIONS OF THE WIFE. 

In the first case this act is done in the name 
and for the usé of the principal and so in- 
tended by the agent; in the other case it is 
done in the name of the principal by and for 
the use of the pretended agent. 

It one falsely pretends to have authority 
for example to burrow money in the name of 
another and does soforhis own use he has 
commited the crime of obtaining money un- 
der false pretenses;then ifthe person whose 
credit was so abused should forthe purpose 
ofsaving the criminal from punishment at- 
tempttoratify the act and should promise to 
pay the 8 that should not have the 
effect to make lavful the crime. So in the case 
ot forgery. the person whose name is forged 
cannot afterwards under the name of ratifica- 
tion convert a crime into a lawfulact. An 
act unauthorized in the beginning, in order to 
be the subject ofa ratification, must be such 
an act as when ratified is in effect the same as 
if it had been in the first place authorized. 

Again, the act to be ratified is the 
act that the agent actually commit- 
ted, not that which he  falsély 
pretended to commit. One may authorize 
another to borrow money for bim in his name 
or to sign his name to a note, but he cannot 
authorize him to obtain money under false 
pretenses or to forge his name to a note. 

One can ratify only that which he could in 
the first piace have authorized aud which has 
in fact been done for him. Applying these 
principles to the case at bar, it is clear that 
the instruction given at the instance 
of the plaintiff was erroreous and wmis- 
leading. ‘The motion for a new trial will be 
sustained. * 

MONEY NOT A NECESSARY OF LIFE. 

Mr. Stone for Mr. Haley in his brief says: 
„In thie case the wife was never authorized 
to borrow monoy for any purpose, not even to 

urchase the necessaries of life., She had 4 
imited ander to purchase groceries, 
but not borrow money. The 
wife was neither a general or special agent 
for borrowing money. Surely not a general 
agent. Having authority to purchase — 
artes of life does not and cannot imply 
authority in the wife to borrow money, 
because money is not a necessary of life. 
The wite’s authority to bind the husband for 
necessaries is restricted to ‘things for what 
may be termed the domestic department.“

A Duel With Pistols Between Rival Levers 
at Loulsville, Ky. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., June 2.—The Couriér- ur- 
nalto-day publishes the following: 

At 10:45-last night St. Louis Cemetery, dark 
and gloomy, was the scene of the first duel in 
Kentucky for many a long year. The partici- 
pants in the affair of honor were Thomas 
Overby, an advertising agent, who bas been 
here only afew months, and Charles San- 
ders, a traveling man for an £vansvilie 
(Ind.) clothing house.

REV. DR. BALDWIN THINKS THE MONGO-

The Prejudice in Certain Classes Entirely 
Unjuastified—California’s False Position 
in the Matter—The Mexican Government 
Alarmed Over the Influx of Chinese Into 
That Country.

NEW YORK, June 2.—The series of Sunday 
afternoon addresses on subjects of current in- 
terest, which has been in progress in the old 
Asbury Church in Washington Square, east, 
was made notable yesterday by the Rev. Dr. 
S. L. Baldwin of the Methodist Missionary So- 
ciety, speaking on the question, Must the 
Chinese go?“ Dr. Baldwin was emphatically 
of the opinion that the Chinaman had been 
treated very badly in this country, that 
prejudice in certain classes against him was 
entirely unjustified, and that if the question 
of immigration is to be considered in the as- 
pect of exclusion, the reformers should not 
confine all their attention to the Golden Gate. 
The speaker reviewed the relations whicb 
have existed between this country and China 
since Commodore Perry’s famous expedition, 
and continued: 

The Chinese Government did not make 
the suggestion to us that their people should 
be permitted to emigrate to this country. The 
Chinese were opposed toemigration. The 
suggestion came from us and at that time the 
Chinaman was especially needed and wel- 
dome in California. He bullt railways, did 
workingmen’s duty everywhere and added 
8200, 000, 000 to the value of her lands by irriga- 
tion and drainage. Yetshe who has derived 
more benefit from the Chinaman than any 
other State is led by a hoodlum bellal to de- 
clare for exclusion. 

In the last twenty-five years this country 
has accumulated only 100,000 Chinaman. Yet 
within a year we get hundreds of thousands of 
other foreigners as immigrants; It’s charged 
that the Chinese send their money home. Well, 


how long has it been acrimetodo this? The 
Chinese in California earn 86,000, 
000 a year and of this they send hom 
$2,000,000. Let I once heard John Boyle 
O'Reilly in Boston declare, with a decided 
manifestation of pride, that Irisumen in this 
country sent $70,000,000 a year to their families 
in Ireland. It is urged that they will not be- 
come citizens, yet there is a law which de- 
prives them of the right to become such. 

Dr. Baldwin spoke with much bitterness, 
and sald that when a type of foreigners who 
persist in voting early and often and who at 
the same time control the municipal govern- 
ment were relieved from their too onerous 
responsibility, it would be ore appropri- 
ately a time when the desirability of Chinese 
citizens shouid be discussed. 


In Mexico. 


By Telegr’ vh te the Post-Disratou. 

Mrxico, June 2.—The influx of Chinese into 
the frontier States of the Republic is produc- 
ing marked alarm among the laboring classes, 
more especially among the gold and sliver 


miners resident in the district invaded. The 
newspapers. of those localities have already 
taken up the cudgels in defense of their 
patrons, stating that if there is no extradition 
placed on the ‘‘yellow pests,““ the same 
scenes that have occurred in the United States 
will be repeated in Mexico. The Chinese, it 
is claimed, are superseding the Mexican 
miners and ether laborers, from the fact that 
they will work cheaper. While many believe 
that Chinebe are landing in the frontier States 
of Mexico for the purpose of making their way 
across the line inte the United States, the 
general opinion among the Mexicans is that 
they come to take the place of the natives. 
If the Chinese continue to arrive in such num- 
bers as they have arrived recently, the result 
will be to benefit the United States, because 
such action as has already been taken by the 
Northern Republic will be necessary here. 

At the Conncil meeting in this city Saturday 
night an ordinance was presented by five 
Aldermen calling for the compulsory use of 
pantaioons in place of the cotton material now 
used by the lower laboringciasses. The Pres- 
ident of the Council appointed a committee of 
five Aldermen to oblige employes upon street 
work to use pantaloons of other material than 
cotton, and to wait upenthe proprietors of 
factories and to assist in the reform move- 
ment. Compulsory city laws of the same nat- 
ure exist already in nearly all the large cities 
of tbe Republic, and have had the desired ef- 
fect of making the lower classes discard their 
flowing cotton trousers for mixed wool and 
cotton material. There was quite a fight over 
the ordinance, one alderman desiring to 
amend itsoas to include blouses, but was 
voted down. 

The threatened invasion of Mexico from 
Texas by Mexicap malcontents is considered 
absurd. Shouid such an attempt be made it 
would end as did Rey’s expedition from Ari- 
zona several years ago, when after a battle 
the insurrectionists sought the American side, 
were captured by the United States troops, 
tried and sentenced to prison at Detroit fora 
number of years. Enough forces are sta- 
tioned on the frontier to repel any Mexican 
expédition that may be formed in Texas.
